1) Entry and consideration of this Response after Final, are 
respectfully requested. This Response does not raise any new 
issues that would require further search or consideration, and 
does not increase the number of claims.

3) Claim 18 has been amended to properly depend from claim 16, 
rather than the previously canceled claim 17. This is merely a 
clerical correction and does not introduce any new matter. The 
inadvertent error in the Response of March 23, 2010 is regretted. 
Entry and consideration of the present claim amendment is 
respectfully requested.

Referring to section 8 on page 2 of the Final Office Action, the 
rejection of claims 18 and 19 as indefinite under 35 USC 112(2) 
has been overcome by the present amendment. Claim 18 now 
properly depends from claim 16, and claim 19 in turn depends from 
claim 18.
